If Peonies are to be used as cut flowers, they should be cut just as the color begins to show, never

time, then after cutting as above in the bud, keep them away from all water, lay them down in a cool,

A very simple method of growing Hyacinths for 
winter flowering in the house is to start them in 
earthen pans, planting only one kind of Hyacinth in 
one pan. in order to have them all bloom at once, 
and to have them all the same shade. The varieties 
mentioned below are the best sorts for this mode of 
culture. By planting 10 or 12 of these “Pan Hya- 
cinths” in a pan 8 or 9 inches in diameter the most 
satisfactory results will be ovtained. They come 
into flower after the French Roman: Hyacinths and 
are extremely fragrant. 

These (so-called) Miniature Hyacinths can also 
be planted in the open ground with good results.
